SPEED OF A TRAIN. 


HOW THE ENGINEER KNOWS WHAT 


TIME HE 'IS MAKING. 


».N ANXIOUS TWO MINUTES. 


An Indicator That Keep* Him Posted on 


How Many Mile* an Hour HI* train Is 
Knnninc—The "Dutch Clock" That Ont- 


Experienced railroad men can tell to 


tbe fraction of a minute the speed of a 
moving train. It is far easier to tell the 
rate at which a train is traveling while 
aboaid than it is to tell its speed as it 
dashes past. When standing near a rail- 
road track aud noting an approaching 
train with its revolving driving wheels, 
the vibrating side rod, the continuous 
roar from the smokestack and the im- 
mense cloud of dufct in the rear one is 
almost certain to greatly overestimate 
the speed at which it is actually travel- 
ing. 


A common method of telling the 


speed of a moving train is by counting 
tho clicks of the wheel as they pass 
over the rail joints. A rail ih 30 feet 
long; hence there aro 170 rails in one 
mile. A mile per minute would be I'd) 
clicks iu <)0 seconds, or 00 miles per 
):"nr. Thirty miles per hour, therefore, 
would be o3 clicks in 00 seconds. Tho 
clicks for ten seconds denote tho average 
speed of tho train. 


But even railroad men aro not requir- 


ed to rely upon their ears and watches 
to tell the speed at which their trains 
aro running. Tbe little speed recorder, 
known aa the "Dutch clock," which 
was put in tho "little red caboose be- 
hind the train1' a few years ago, i« now 
almost a relic of the past. It was a 
great invei.uon in its day, and was 
adopted by nearly all the railroads ol" 
the country. Its purpose was to regulate 
the speed of freight trains by telling 
the tale of fast running, and the dn isiou 
superintendent did tho rest. .Seldom did 
tho "old man" fail to inflict the pun- 
ishment for fruch infraction of tho rules 
—usually u "ten dsiys' lay off." 


But conditions havo so changed th.-it 


spved is now tho requiaitc, aud men are 
laid off who do not make the time re- 
quired, and tho little "Dutch clock1' 
has outlived its Usefulm ss. 


It -nab a very simple affair. 
By a 


gearing attached to the axle of tbe < ,ir 
a small bra<-> cylinder in a case on the 
int-ide of the ear was revohed 
A lead 


pencil fastened to a holder was made to 
travel from one t nd to tiie oth< r of the 
cylinder by means of a clock. The pen- 
cil went across und Iwk every hour 
aud marked upon a long sheet of pnper 
known at the "train sheut," which was 
wound about the cylinder. 


This t-heet was printed in cross M-C 


tious, each section indicating a mile 
Oti the upptr edge were printi d the 
names of the stations of the division 
and their relative distances apart. As 
the pencil traveled across the shunt it 
made a zigzag mark, and upon the 
speed of tho train dcpi nded the slant of 
the hue. When the tr.un was still, tint 
cylinder would not turn, and the penal 
would mark straight up and down, and 
it was possible to tell very accurately, 
if tho f-hcot was iijM-rtcd correctly, junt 
where each ttop was made, how many 
minutes it occupied, the exact hpei 1} at 
every part of tho run, how long contin- 
ued, and often revealed much informa- 
tion that the train men pro torn fl the 
"old man" would not know.

was tho terror nf the tr.nn men. No ex 
cuses were taken for fast rminii!'.1, and 
they resorted to many plans- to fruMrat* 
the tale tho little instrument was sine 
to tell.

ing, with tho false idea that it honors 
tho dead. 
To this end, let the gentle- 


men keep their heads covered at the 
grave. In inclement weather, let tho 
open air services bo abbreviated to the 
utmost limit permitted by a proper re- 
gard for all interested, tho custom of 
waiting until tho grave is filled bo 
abandoned, and tho filling of the grave 
he supervised by a friend of tho family.

mencement of the Cambrian period. 


Moreen er, the beginning of life upon 


the earth may bo as much further back 
from tho Cambrian times as Cambrian 
times aro removed from our own, so 
that tho total esiimate assumes tremen- 
dous proportions. 


On the calculations of physicists, like 


Lord Kelvin, who refuse to allow that 
more than 20,000,000 to 40,000,000 of 
years can havo elapsed since the earth 
cooled sufficiently for the evolution of 
living forms, Mr. Goodchild does not 
pay much, but suggests that there is 
room for doubt as to the accuracy of 
their data raid consequently of their 
conclusions.

tbe Maddening Experience Abroad Which 


Prompted Him to Make the Effort Here 
and tbe Reasons Why It Proved to Be a 
Melancholy Failure. 


Tho'tippiug evil and why it flourishes 


and spreads is always a subject of in- 
terest, and the failure of the efforts of 
Landlord Tilly Haynes of the United 
States hotel in Boston and the Broad- 
way Central in New York to put an 
end to the practice iu his establishment 
and tho comment thereon led him to 
tell this story about it: 


"What called my attention particu- 


larly to it and made me disgusted with 
the whole practice was our experience 
in Milan. When we came to take our 
leave there, I had already given tips to 
the servants who waited on us, to tho 
head waiter and to tho chambermaid, 
and supposed that ev erythiug was right. 
Now, in Milan the hotels are different 
from what they are in this country. 
They have an inner court, into which 
the carriages drive and from which 
they depart with their guests, instead 
of leaving from the front of tbo hotel, 
as they do in this country. Before tho 
carriage leaves a bell is struck. 


"When we were ready to leave, with 


everything all right, as 1 supposed, this 
bell struck, and wo were at oneo sur- 
rounded by some 20 servants, bowing 
and smiling, waiting for their tips 
There were more waiters and more 
chambermaids, who had not done a 
thing for us. The whole affair made mo 
mad. They had been tipped all that 
was right already, but they surrounded 
tho carriage and thero was no getting 
away. I had some franc pieces in my 
pocket, and I tossed them out to the 
crowd, ono here aud another there until 
I had gone around. Then I turned to 
tho proprietor, who had come out, gavo 
him my card and told him that if he 
did not havo enough money to pay regu- 
lar wages to his servants, if ho would 
send me his address, I would see, when 
I got home, that ho had enough to pay 
them off with. 


"Well, I came homo mad with tho 


wholo system. I determined to stop it 
in my hotel. So 1 had printed in tho 
bill of faro in largo typo and with two 
hands pointing to it the statement that 
the waiters were paid liberally by rhe 
hotel, that they were expected to render 
satistactory service, and if any one fail- 
ed to do so it would be a favor if the 
number of tho man, which each one 
had to wear, were reported to the head 
waiter or to tho proprietor. 
In the 


course of two or three days I noticed 
that the waiters were looking pretty 
sober aud were talking quietly to.them- 
selves. It was not long before two of 
tho oldest canio to me in my office. 
" 'What is it?' I asked them. 
"They bowed aud hesitated aud look- 


ed confused. Then they said that they 
wcro a committee of tho waiters to 
corue and see mo about the notice print- 
ed on tho bills of fare. 'It is jus' a lit- 
tle we git,' they said, 'only $4 or ?r> a 
mouth, sah. It's jus' enough to do up 
do white vests with an pay for do ci- 
gars. ' 


"They said it over two or thrco 


times. I saw that they had an excuse, 
and, like Crockett's coon, it would bo 
be.st for me to come down. I asked them 
how many thero were of them. They 
replied that there were 40 on tho sides 
besides three head waiters. 


"'Now,' I said to them, 'you are 


getting $20 a month and your board. 
After this your wages will be raised to 
$23 per mouth and your board.' That 
was $200 a mouth, or §2,400 a year 
So they wont back to work, and the 
notice remained on the bills of fare, but 
i found that it was impossible to stop 
the tipping. The guests who wanted to 
be served particularly well would not 
give tbe tip directly, but would leave 
it under a plate or napkin, so that the 
waiter would get it. 


"This went on for about a year and a 


half. I don't doubt that the waiters 
got more than §3 a month apiece out of 
it before^ I tried to stop the practice. 
But the reason I could not stop it was 
because the public would not help me 
When a man comes in with friends 
with him, feeling pretty cocky, he 
wants to treat them well and have ev- 
erything nice. So he gives orders to tho 
waiter to set him up the best dinner 
ho can. So the waiter will bring him 
about everything there is in the kitch- 
en. 


"You know tbis can bo done easily 


where tho hotel is on tbo American 
plan, for they do not order specific 
dishes to bo paid for. If the head wait- 
er asks what ho is doing with such 


orders, the waiter will toll him 


Shock. 


At a demonstration of tbo fact that 


«n accidental contact with a k*gh volt- 
•go circuit need not necessarily prove 
fatal and' au equal deinoostrmtioti. of 
the fact tbat a powerful electric shock 
properly directed so as to pass through 
vital portions of the body is undoubted- 
ly fatal the following case is conclu- 
sive. An electrician employed in the 
alectrio plant of the town of Little Al- 
bany, Ind., which furnishes power to 
tho street railways and electric • lights 
of that town, accidentally brought his 
back into contact'with the positive and 
negative terminals on a switchboard of 
an electric aro circuit carrying 96 arc 
lamps and consequently having a pres- 
sure of 4,000 volts. 


Obeying the law of physics, the elec- 


tric current-took the shortest path be- 
tween the two points of contact, and 
between these the tissue was instantly 
destroyed, two pits being burned in the 
man's back about three inches in di- 
ameter and down to the" bony structure. 
The burn was pretty high up oil" the 
back, just below the shoulder blades. 
Medical treatment for the burn began, 
and although the entire mass of tissue 
between the two points was dead and 
bad to be removed the man eventually 
recovered. If the same current had pass- 
ed between his two hands across the 
body and thus through the heart and 
lungs, their activity would havo been 
instantly interrupted and death would 
have followed. 
Moreover, when the 


contacts aro properly made, as-in an 
electrocution, there is no burning of 
the flesh.—New York Medical Journal. 


ARABIAN HOSPITALITY. 


The Island City. 


Venice is one of the most singular 


and famous cities in Europe and is built 
upon a cluster of islands in the lagoon. 
This lagoon is banked off from the 
Adriatic by a long, narrow sand bank 
which is divided into a number of is- 
lands, six iu number. Inside of this 
sand bank and between it and the main- 
land is tho lagoon, a shoot of shallow 
water. In parts of this marshy, s;~a cov- 
ered plain islets ha\e become consoli- 
dated into ground, firm enough to be 
cultivated. 


Aud in the midst of n crowded cluster 


of such islands, amounting to between 
70 and 80 in number, tho city of Venice 
is built. The chief of theso islands is 
called Isolda de Rialto, or Island of the 
Deep Stream. The islands, in many 
places mere shoals, afford no adequate 
foundation for buildings, and tho city 
for tho moet part is built upon an artifi- 
cial foundation of piles and stones.

If you havo 
killed a rnafl, for instance, and havo in- 
curred the death penalty and know tht. 
avenger is on your track, your place of 
perfect safety is in tho tent of your 
pursuer. You havo only to reach his 
tent and cast yourself and your rifle 01* 
the ground and your person becomes ea- 
cred to your enemy for so long as you 
remain thero, but when you havo do- 
parted and havo gone beyond the limits 
of the camp then God help you."

Later it was seen to piok 
up tho eoeut of its master 48 hours old 
and run it for two miles homo across 
gravelly footpaths near London. It was 
taught to amuse itself by hitting off hia 
track and finding him in'a largo wood, 
which it did very successfully, and on 
Eastbourne, downs-ran a three mile 
course when the ground was hard frozen 
and snow was lying in tho hollows. 
With a strong \vind blowing across the 
trail it ran parallel with this, but from 
50 yards to 100 yards to leeward, at 
such a headlong pace that it more than 
once went head over heels in snowdrifts. 


Like almost all bloodhounds, this was 


a gentle animal and very teachable, 
would fetch slippers, "mind" babies, 
and of its owu accord struck up a friend- 
ship with the police, whose fire at the 
"office" he frequently shared, and was 
poisoned, presumably by burglars, who 
had broken into several houses in the 
neighborhood.—London Spectator.

Protection Agvlnitt loss by Firo Watt 
Compulsory—Methods by Which Damage 
and Compensation Were Decided. 


Centuries befort> tho wise citizens of 


London recognized the value of flre in-; 
surance tty&re existed a most interesting 
form of it, and that not iii aiiy of tho 
great commercial nations of the middle ' 
ages, but in a remote island of the At- 
lantic—in Iceland. 


This fact, remarkable as it is in it- 


self, vrill not seem so surprising to 
those who are acquainted with the an- j 
cient condition of that country, which j 
has for several hundred years played j 
but a small part in European history. I 
Its first colonists, in the end of the j 
ninth and beginning of tho tenth cen- 
turies, wero among tho most enterpris- 
ing of Norway's sons, and for tho uost 
three centuries their new homo rivaled 
tho mother country in most respects and 
far excelled it in mental activity. The 
old poetry of Norway died out about 
toe year 1000 A. D., and from that 
date, so long as there were skalds at 
the court of the Norwegian kings, they 
wero Icelanders. 


At the samo time they wero careful 


farmers, daring seamen and enterpris- 
ing traders. They traded regularly with 
alt 
tho neighboring countries and 


thought little of an overland jotfruey to 
Constantinople, whnre many of them 
served in tho bodyguard of tho Byzan- 
tine emperor. At home, next to tho 
necessary care of their herds-- and Hocks, 
they were above all devoted to poetry, 
history and law. 
To be skilled in t,ho 


hitter was a sure title to respect at a 
timo when lawbcoks wuro still un- 
known and codes wero carried iu tho 
head of tho "lawruau" or declared by 
the "law speaker11 at tho meetings of 
tho althiug, or yearly assembly. 
•

In the thirteenth century theso laws 


of uso and wont camu to bo written 
down, not officially, it would seem, as 
happened in other countries, but by 
persons interested in legal studios, aud 
thoy aro now preserved in a collection 
commonly known as (h-a-pis, or gray 
gooso (a muno of doubtful origin), 
which is used as a general name for (ho 
laws of Iceland prior to its union with 
Norway in \'2\>2. 
| 


It is in this collection of laws that 


the interesting item of compensation 
for loss by lire occurs, a sec;ion which 
is quoted by the editor of an Icelandic 
journal in a series of articles on the an- 
cient civilization ot Ireland. The edi- 
tor, Dr. Valtyr (.ludnmudsson, is one of 
the best authorities on this Mibjeot and 
uses tho quotation as a text; to point out 
to his countrymen the superior foresight 
of their ancestors in this respect. Tho 
modern Icelander has not yot rcali/wd 
tho value of insurance, as shown by thu 
fact that ouo of tho foremost yeomen in 
tho country had his farm burned down 
three times iu succession without its 
being insured. 


It was otherwise in tho old days, as 


Dr. Valtyr points out. hi the, time of 
the old republic,, tho golden ago of Ice- 
laud, every ycomuii tanner v.'is.s by l.iw 
compelled to bo a member of u mutual 
insurance society. 
Tim method 
liy 


which compensation for loss of lire was 
made is thus explained in Gra-gas and 
is a striking proof of tho thoroughly 
practical views of the old Icelanders: 


"Thuro aro three housei-i in every 


iiiau'H dwelling for which coinpen.-ation 
may bo obtained in event of their being 
burned down." In Icelandic dwellings 
each aoom was a separate, building, and 
so is culled ti "honso." 
"One is tho 


women's sitting room, another the com- 
mon sitting room, and thy third a pan- 
try whore tho women prepare tho food. 
If a man has both u sitting room and a 
hr.ll, then at the spring assembly he 
shall choose whether he, will rather 
havo tho sitting room or tho hall in- 
sured. If tliero is a church or chapel on 
any man's farm, then that is tho fourth 
house liable for compensation, whero it 
exists. 


"If auy of theso houses aforementioned 


is burned down, tho owner shall sum- 
mon five of his neighbors and get them. 
to estimate the damage that has been 
done. They shall estimate tho damage 
done to tho house itself, and als-o that 
done to clothes and other valuables 
burned along with it, but only such 
clothes and valuables as tho owner re- 
quires for daily uso shall bo reckoned 
for compensation. If a church is burn- 
ed, there shall bo reckoned along with 
it for compensation all tho hangings, 
tho choir and tho best bell that has bum 
destroyed, if thcro wore, more than one, 
aud all the furniture required for daily 
use. 
Tho same thing shall bo done in 


tho cuso of chapels." 


When tho tlauiago had been valued 


by tho neighbors, as above provided, 
one-half of tho loss had to bo borne by 
tho yeoman himself, aud tho other half 
was mado good by all the other ycoinon 
in tho district. From each of tbesn n, 
certain amount was levied in proportion 
to the valuo of his property, and if this 
wero not paid within u specified timo 
it could bo Kfti/crt by law. 
At the fainn 


time it was provided that no one c:>i!ld 
be called upon to pay as his share more 
than 1 per cent of his whole properly, 
and it \viis not compulsory to compun-

RAREST OF ANIMALS. : 


A K»ncl»m»n'» Interesting; Story of Why 


Bearers Fell Tree* and Build Dams. 
The Value of the Little Animals to the 
Cattlemen of Montana. 
"I believe I am the only white per- 


son that ever trapped or killed an adult 
albino beaver," said ThomasGilroy, an 
ex-raachman of Montana. 
"Albino 


beavers are the rarest of animals, and 
the only specimens I ever saw besides 
the one I trapped were two cubs captur- 
ed by an Indian on "Wind river more 
than 30 years ago. 
There were four 


yoxuig beavers in the nest this Indiau 
secured, and two of them were black. 
The mother of the litter was captured 
with them, and she was black. There is 
another very rare beaver in the north- 
west region.

1 fonr.d 
that the beaver does not cattish or 1U"'i 
of any kind, but subsists entirely on 
tender roots and barks, which are plen- 
tiful during the summer, but cease to 
provide nutritious or hunger allaying 
qualities when the, cohl season is at 
hand, so tbo beaver builds dams to pro 
vide against the pinch of hunger during 
tint winter. The instinct, of the beau ;• 
toaelieji him that those substances sub- 
merged ill water will keep !;reen, fro'li 
ana nutritious all -\\inlcr long, so li" 
sell cts a spot whore this food grows 
abundant near tho shores and dams lie 
Htrt am so that tho water -will be flooded 
back over the young ~u illn\\ s and aspens 
and cotlonwoods and held there. Tlu.s 
the bark on them is kept soft, juicy anil 
ti nder, and tho beaver has his store i f 
nutritions food to draw upon all winti r 
long. If there is no growth of such 
woods convenient, fi.r overflowing, the. 
beaver cuts down willows, cotromvoods 
or aspens—tho cnttouwooil being tho 
favorite—floats them to the dam, i-inks 
them to tho bottom, fixes them their 
bolow the freezing depth, and they keep 
a,s fresh aud tender as if they were 
growing on tho banks and quickened Ly 
tho spring sunshine and rains. 


"As to the colony of beaver:; thatfir:-t 


attracted my attention, I watched it ;>.t 
its dam building, in tho course of whii U 
tho beavers chopped down a good many 
cedar trees.
